The French F.xpu«lllon Opened. 

PARIS, May 0. — The French exposi- 
tion was opened yesterday afternoon by 
President Carnot. Large crowds were 
present, and tho scene was a very bril- 
liant one. President Carnot was ac- 
companied by the Presidents of tile 
■Senate and Chamber of Deputies and by 
his cabinet. The procession, escorted 
by a squadron of cavalry, left tho palace 
of the EIysee at l:30 p.m., and its ar- 
rival at the central dome of the exhibi- 
tion was announced by a salute from 
the artillery. Premier Tirard delivered 
an address of welcome to all present. 
He declared that the magnitude of the 
exhibition exceeded the expectation of 
the government. in conclusion, t lie 
premier extended to all Strangers a 
greeting, and said Republican France 
would show herself hospital and gener- 
ous, not treating them us rivals inspir- 
ing jealousy, bn t as workers laboring 
for tlio happiness of humanity. Presi- 
dent Carnot followed Minister Tirard. 
In his remarks he referred to the "uu- 
dauntable energy of France which had 
arisen from the most severe trials 
to fresh industrial triumphs.!' After 
the exhibition was opened the president 
and his party inspected the various de- 
partments. 

The Illuminations In Paris, 

Paris, May 6.— The Eiffel Tower, 

the central dome of the exhibition build- 
ing, and tho gardens surrounding the 
buildings, were splendidly illuminated, 
and in all parts of the city were to bo 
seen evidence of the enthusiasm with 
which the people regarded the great 
fair, and their sympathy with the insti- 
tution whose application to the govern- 
ment of France the exposition commem- 
orates. On the Seine amagnifioent marine 
display was given, embracing every con- 
ceivable kind of craft which the depth 
of water would permit to tloat. This 
display extended from .St. Louis Island 
to Grenville. Each vessel carried lights 
of various colors, and the bridges and 
entire stretch of dockfrout were ablaze 
with lights, colored lires, etc. The dis- 
play of fireworks which took place at 
three different points, at Pont Xeuf, at 
Crenelle, and in the gardens of the 
Tuilleries, was fully equal to anything 
of the kind ever seen in Paris. One 61 
the pieces represented a design of a 
monument in commemoration of the re- 
volution of 1789. While the Venitian 
fete was in progress on the Seine, thou- 
sands of vnrigatcd Bengal lights were set 
oil ire mi different parts of the Eiffel tower 
disclosing that structure to the view of 
the whole city, and its environs. The 
Cascade of Trocadcro and all the foun- 
tains on the exhibition grounds were 
illuminated. Shortly alter nightfall a 
monster torchlight procession, embrac- 
ing lo.OtX) mounted cuirassers and in- 
fantry on foot, most of the musical 
societies of Paris, both vocal and instru- 
mental, with numerous brass bands, 
drum corps, etc., started from Troca- 
dcro place, crossed the Jena Bridge and 
marched into the Central Garden of the 
exposition grounds amid tho most en- 
thusiastic cheering. The number of 
gas jets blazing in the grounds to-night 
is upwards of 100,000. 

Vhy lord Lyllon was Herallrtl. 

London, April 0. —ft transpires that 
Lord Lytton, British ambassador to 
France, was really desirous of remain- 
ing in Paris to witness the opening of 
the exposition and plainly intimated his 
wish to the foreign office. The Queen, 
however, commanded that his lordship 
should withdraw from the French capi- 
tal, at the same time informing Lord 
Salisbury that it would never do for a 
minister of a royal house to participate 
in, or ever countenance, a ceremony de- 
signed to commenorate the overthrow of 
royalty. The tory press adopt a similar 
view in their comments upon the open- 
ing of the exhibition. They profess to 
forgive the revolutionists for their re- 
bellious acts, but do not condone their 
excess, nor do they admit the benelits of 
the republican form of government, 
which is the ultimate result of that 
struggle. On the whole the conserva- 
tive press can see no reason for the ex- 
position, neither can they bring them- 
selves to believe that it will be other- 
wise than a miserable failure. 

Premier Tlrdrd's Address. 

Paris, May 8. — In his address on the 
occasion of the opening of the exposi- 
tion, today, Premier Tirard declared 
that the exhibition was proof that the 
people of France still proved all the 
qualities for which they had been noted. 
In spite of the acutenessof the economic 
crisis, they had been able to collect a 
splendid array of exhibits. " Although 
every government did not officially take 
part in the work most of them gener- 
ously seconded the efforts of private in- 
dividuals. To strangers now in Paris 
lie said the country extended a fraternal 
greeting. 

In Ills Pi-lnon liurli. *" 

Dublin, May (i. — William O'Brien 
and Edward Harrington, M. Ps., who 
were released from prison for the pur- 
pose of testifying before the Parnell 
commission, are now their way to Lon- 
don to attend the commission. Har- 
rington is dressed in his prison garb, in- 
tending to appear in London and on the 
witness stand in this dress. 

forthcoming Naval Hevlew. 

London, May (i. — Tho naval review 
at Spit head has been fixed for July 27th. 
The Queen will view the manoouvros of 
the fleet from the deck of the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert, and the Em- 
peror of Germany and his brother, 
Prince Henry, will witness the scene 
from the imperial yacht Hohenzollern. 

Mr. Cony bear's Conviction. 

London, May 6. — In tho Commons, 
this evening, L. A. Athcrly-Joms, 
Gladstonian member for North-Wot 
Durham, moved to adjourn in order to 
discuss the question of the conviction of 
Mr. Conybear at Falcarragh. The mo- 
tion was rejected by a vote of 250 to 
lo.'l. 

To Mrrl Her gon. 

London, May 6.— The envoy of ex- 
Queen Natalie, of Servia, hss arrived at 
Yalto to arrange with tho Servian 
regency for a meeting of the exilod queen 
and her son, King Alexander, at the 
Castle of Ivanke.

The Lord Mayor's Visit. 

London, May (i. — The Lord Mayor of 
London, accompanied by the sheriffs 
will take his departure for Paris to 
attend the exposition on Wednesday, 
Ho has abandoned the idea of travelling 
in state. 

The Times MroulM the Idea. 

London, May 6. — Archbishop Walsh 
of Dublin, has written a letter urging a 
substitution of the mode of settlement, 
similar to that adopted in the matter of 
the Vandeleur estate for the methods 
suggested to settle the affairs between 
landlords and tenants on other disputed 
estates. He appeals to English public 
opinion to support the suggestion. The 
Times scouts the idea and advises its 
refusal.

Ottawa, May 6.— Mackenzie and 
Holt are the successful tenderers for the 
twenty-five square milesof timber limits 
in the Rockies, recently advertised by 
the interior department. The price is 
one Hundred dollars per square mile. 

The government will send .'. party of 
surveyors over the routo of the propos- 
ed short lino in order to remove the ob- 
jections raised when the bill was bofore 
parliament that sufficient information 
was not available regarding the cost.

NEWS AND NOTES. 

RE MA UK A HI. E SKA 1,1 Nil. 

More than $1,000,000 worth of seals 
have been captured by the seal hunters 
from St. John's N. F., within six weeks. 
The catch has been unprecedented, and 
has led to the fitting out of many other 
vessels for that industry. The steamer 
Wolfe was the first to return with a full 
cargo. She left port on March (I and 
struck the seals on the 11th, midway 
between Quirpon and Groas Island. On 
the 12th her crew killed 10,000 seals, 
and from the 13th to the 18th they took 
18,000 more on board, mid started for 
home. The total weight of her seals was 
451 tons gross. Seals are worth $2.50each. 
The value of the Wolf's cargo is §7,000. 
Since the Wolf's arrival the Rangor 
has come in with the finest cargo of the 
season. She had on board 38,000 seals, 
valued at over $100,0(10. She was out 
I!) days. The Walrus arrived next, 
with Ifi.OOO seals, her full capacity. 
Then came the Neptune with 30,000, 
the Hector with 15,000, the Esquimaux 
with :)2,(M)0, the Terra Nova with 31,- 
000, the Falcon with 27,000, the Van- 
guard with 10,000, the Kite with 29,000 
and the Panther with 111,000. The 
latter vessel lost 0,000 from her decks in 
a heavy swell. In the gulf there are at 
least a dozen vessels, nearly all of which 
have been heard from, reporting excel- 
lent catches. It is thought that the 
catch this year by vessels will exceed 
450,000, and to this is to be added the 
shore catch, which will probably amount 
ill Newfoundland to between 50,000 and 
70,000. When it is known that this is 
all done inside of six weeks, it is a re- 
markable showing. 

KINIi WILLIAM ON DECK AGAIN.

Pierre, Dak., May <>.— A corps of 
surveyors will leave Pierre on May loth 
to make a preliminary survey of a line 
of rood from Pierre to Paget Sound.

The French Centennial 

Paris, May 5.— President t t was 
enthusiastically received by ti srowd 
which lined the way from the ; alace to 
Versailles. Upon his arrival he un- 
veiled tho memorial tablet aflixed to the 
building, in which tho States General 
met 100 years ago. The grand assem- 
bly hud congregated in the hall of Mir- 
tors, and were addressed by M.Loroyor, 
president of the senate, after M. Gar- 
net's arrival. It was no longer, he said, 
the deputies of the third state to whom 
privilege of standing upright was de- 
nied, but the elected representatives of 
tlio nation were bowing before their 
freely elected chief to pay tribute to tho 
great dead to whom they owed their 
liberty. "It becomes those old strug- 
gles for liberty," he continued, "to re- 
mind us that the revolution not only 
bequeathed to us doctrines but lessons'. 
If the revolutionists sinned by the au- 
dacity of their dreams we sin by the 
want of our self-abnegation, our incom- 
plete knowledge of our duties and our 
hesitations of policy." M. Lei-oyor 
asked President Carnot t o raise his voice 
in order to guide the Frenchmen in tho 
direction of mutual concessions. M. 
Carnot said: "I greet in the palace of 
the old monarch representatives of a 
nation now in complete possession of 
itself, mistress of her destinies and full 
of splendor, strength and liberty. First 
thoughts of this solemn meeting turn to 
our fathers, that immortal generation of 
1781), who, by dint of courage and many 
ifices, secured to us benefits which 
must bequeath to our sons as 
most precious heritage." Ho 
reminded all that in France the 
personal power of one man was a thing 
of the past, no matter what title he may 
take. The sole sovereign now is the 
laws enacted by the representatives of 
the nation. 

Attempted AsHassluallon. 

LONDON) May 5.— Paris was thrown 
into a fever of excitement this evening 
by the Report that President Carnot had 
been shot. The rumor spread rapidly, 
and in an incredibly short time the cafes 
and other places of resort were deserted, 
and the Champs d'Elysees was choked 
by a surging crowd. It was quickly 
learned, however, that the President 
was safe, and that a man named Perrin, 
who fired the shot which gave rise to the 
alarmist rumor, was one of a class which 
infest every capital— a crank with a 
grievance. When this announcement 
was made the excitement subsided as 
juickly as it had arisen. Perrin's as- 
sertion that he tired only a blank cart- 
ridge is probably true, as no bullet 
marks can be found.

up for that advantage? As we are at 
present advised, wo are of opinion that 
the exchange would be advantageous 
for tooth tlio Dominion and British Col- 
umbia. The matter, however, is ono on 
which, owing to tho meagrencss of tho 
information as to tho value of the Peace 
River land, it is difficult to come to u 
satisfactory conclusion. 
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THE PROPOSED EXCHANGE. 

Tho proposal to exchange the railway 
bolt for hind situated in the north east 
of the province is a very important one 
and deserves to bo seriously considered 
by both the Government and the people. 
The railway belt is not and cannot be 
well defined. The railroad running 
through mountain ranges is neces- 
sarily serpentine in the extreme. To 
survey u strip twenty miles wide on 
each side of an extremely crooked rail- 
road is an impossibility. Tho strips 
must overlap in hundreds of places. 
Any settlement respecting tho boun- 
daries of the belt must therefore be a 
compromise. What that compromise 
must be in order to be fair is a mathe- 
matical problem of no little difficulty. 
The bolt must necessarily bs most ir- 
regular and the railway lands and gov- 
ernment lands must dovetail into oach 
other in a most bewildering way. The 
uncertainty or the complexity of 
tho survey must raise questions as to 
the ownership of land which will be 
difficult in the extreme to solve. And 
this will make the administration of the 
land both on the railway strip 
and near it a perpetual puzzle. 
This difficulty has been rather 
increased than diminished by the 
recent decision of tho Privy Council. 
For that decision makes a double juris- 
diction over the belt a necessity. The 
Dominion Government has rights over 
the land which do not appear to be very 
well defined. This indoiinitoneoo pro- 
mises to be tho source of a vigorous crop 
of lawsuits before it can be ascertained 
with certainty what the Dominion au- 
thorities can and cannot do, Thou the 
Provincial Government owns all the 
precious metals in the belt, and it may 
not be so easy as at first sight appears, to 
decide what ores are to be regarded as 
precious and what to be pronounced base. 
In ad ministering its propriety rights in the 
precious metals the Provincial Govern- 
ment will bo sure to meet with difficul- 
ties which may not bo easy to settle, 
and which may he a continual source of 
aimoj ancc. Then there arc the claims 
of individuals who have secured or im- 
agine that they have secured lands with- 
in the belt previous to its transfer to the 
Dominion, the adjustment of which may 
prove troublesome. The Provincial 
Government may admit a claim while 
tho Dominion Government may refuse 
to recognize it. A settlement fair to the 
claimant may be extremely difficult to 
arrive at. It does not require much 
discernment to see that to have 

an irregular strip of land whose 
exact boundaries it is almost in- 
possilile to define, running through the 
province from east to west, and over 
which jurisdiction is exercised by both 
the province and the Dominion, must be 
exceedingly embarrassing to tho local 
authorities. The Provincial Govern- 
ment saw this, and in December, 1 SS7, 
when the Dominion Government sub- 
mitted a plan to the Provincial Govern- 
ment for defining tho limits and boun- 
daries of the railway bolt, the latter, 
in view of the difficulties which sur- 
rounded the subject, proposed to ex- 
change the railway bolt for land situ- 
ated in the extreme north-east corner of 

the province. The tract which the local 

Government proposed to exchange for 
the railway belt extends from tho CGth 
parallel of latitude to tho 00th, and 
from the 1 20th degree west longitude to 
the I22ud, This parallelogram contains 
nbout fifteen millions of acres, including 
the three and a half millions granted for 
the Island Railway. The Peace River 
runs through its southern part, and the 
Liard River pursues its course through 
it northwards. Very little is known of 
tho exact nature of this tract of land. 
Some say that it is very good, tho soil 
being fertile and there being on part of 
it an oxccllcnt growth of timber. 
But it will, we think, be some 
time yet before land 00 this 
continent lying between the 55th anil 
the 130th parallels "f latitude will b< 
in much dem md. 

The land proposed to bo gh'Jn in ex- 
change for the Railway Belt is not likely 
to be penetrated by any transcontinental 
railroad. It is a considerable distance 
n ii of tl eastern terminus of the pro- 
jected Western Railway. Tcte Jattho 
Pass is in latitude 53° while the southern 
boundary of the fifteen millions of acres 
ia the 65th parallel. 

The advantage of having the whole of 
tho lands adjacent to the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway owned mid administered 
by the Provincial Government must be 
manifest to everyone. Tho only ques- 
tion to be considered is, is tho tract in

tho inauguration of Washington has 
directed attention to the progress of the 
Republic since 1789.

They show what can be done 
in a hundred years by an industrious 
and enterprising people who have 
plenty of elbow room. In 1780 the 
thirteen states contained a population of 
somewhere about three millions; in ISN'.I 
tho thirty-eight states and the terri- 
tories, soon to become states, have a 
population estimated at sixty-live mil- 
lions. Tho exports of the States were, 
in 1789, valued at $20,205,156. In ISSS 
tho exports of the United States were 
worth S7-W,:!b'S,(i()0. This is a marvellous 
increase and suggests the extraordinary 
changes that have taken place on the 
continent since Washington was sworn 
in as President. The exports have not 
only increased absolutely very greatly, 
but relatively to the population the in- 
crease is surprising. Then, when tho 
internal trade is taken into considera- 
tion, the increased production of 
the United States appears still 
more striking. To feed and clothe 
the sixty-live millions in ! he 
way that they aro now fed and 
clothed would have appeared impossible 
to the Fathers of the Republic, wise and 
far-seeing as they were. The inter- 
state free trade which they inaugurated 
has accomplished wonders for tho coun- 
try. The imports of the United States 
in 1789 did not oxcoed $23,000,000 ; in 
1888 thoy amounted 'to; $783,205, 100. 
The policy of the United States of I iter 
years has not been calculated to foster ihe 
growth of its foreign trade, yet in spite 
of every discouragement it has devel- 
oped wonderfully. The revenue of the Re- 
public in 1789-90 was under £4,000,000. 
In 1888 its income was $380,000,000. 
The three millions, Composed mostly of 
itruggling farmers, owed $75,000,000, a 
very small public debt considering that 
they had just ended their struggle for 
independence. The national debt was 
then §25 a head of the population. Now, 
ifter a fearful struggle for the main 
tenance of Union, in which immense 
sacrifices were made, the United State! 
national debt amounts to over $1,000,- 
000,000 or somewhere about $16 a he.nl, 
ind there is moro money in the Treasury 
than the Government knows what to do 
with. 

The comparison, if carried out, would 
be a succession of marvels, but 
enough has boon shown to remind 
the reader of tho immense difference that 
there is between the United States of 
to-day ami tho United States of only 
me hundred years ago. Vet a hundred 
years ago there were croakers in the 
States — men who believed that th 
country had gone to wreck and ruin and 
that its people would never recover tin 
losses they had sustained in the struggli 
to gain their independence. Govern 
ment by the people, the croakers pre- 
dicted, would result in anarchy and the 
country would go from bad to worse. 
Some had so little faith in their coun- 
try's future I hat they left it to make 
new homes in the north. How short- 
sighted they were we now see. The 
result bus been the exact opposite of 
what they prophesied so dolefully but 
with such confidence. There are in this 
Dominion croakers of tho same kind. 
These prophets of evil see no good in th,' 
country or in the people who inhabit it 
fhe future appears to them dark am 
gloomy and they are angry at the hope 
ful people who laugh at their jeremiad 
ami who cannot see why Canadians 
should fail when men of the same race, 
under more unfavorable circumstances 
in many respects, have succeeded. Ca- 
nadians should take heart when they 
consider the progress made by their 
cousins south of the line during the last 
hundred years. 

THE HA MOAN CONFERENCE. 

There is, as we predicted, to be no 
fighting about Samoa, The representa- 
tives of Croat Britain, the United States 
and Germany;' who have met in Berlin 
to settle the affairs of Samoa are having 
1 good time of it. There does not ap 
pear to be a single difficulty in the- way 
of a settlement satisfactory to all the 
parties concerned. Bismarck seems to 
be in a wonderfully good humor. tie 
has lost his gruffness and is exceedingly 

ilito and agreeable. He is pleasant to 
the American members of the confer- 
ence, one of whom had just written an 
account of matters as they were in 

Samoa, which was not complimentary to 
the Germans, 'fhe wisdom of sending 
Mr. Utiles to Berlin after he 
had prejudged the matters to be cou- 
idcred at the Conference was quos- 
ioned, but Bismarck did not allow ;i 
trifle like that to disquiet him, He 
treated Mr. Bates as if he considered 
him a "persona grata," and as if his 
mind on all matters relating to Somoa 
wore a "tabula rasa." The German 
chancellor bus repudiated the acts of the 
consul at Somoa and has ceased to com- 
plain about tho lawless acts of th 
American newspaper man Klein. What 
ho wants now Is to have the Sonioan 
Islands perfectly neutral. To allow 
the Sornoans to govorn themselves in 
their own way and not. to Buffet 
them to be interfered with as long as 
they respect the rights of foreigners re- 
siding among them. This they seism quite 
disposed to do. According to Mr. Bates 
and others, the Samoans are a simple, 
honest, hospitable people; in fact, na- 
ture's ladies and gentlemen. They do 
not encumber themselves with many 
garments, but thu climate does not re- 
quire miioh clothing. Thoy ; are good 
humored even to joyousness, and they 
are generous to a fault. Their land does 
not How with milk and honey, but it 



produces cocoanuts and bread-fruit in 
abundance, and little pigs (not roasted) 
are to bo had for the catching. They, 
in fact, seem to be a most amiable peo- 
ple if lot alone. And the policy of the 
conference is to let them dlonc. This 
being the case, we have hoard the last 
of the Samonn trouble for a while.

It is stated at .Sim Francisco that the 
big English syndicate which has been 
trying to buy up all the important brew- 
eries in the cast lifts offered .*>,-.<M),0<H) 
for the Philadelphia brewery in Sun 
Francisco. The offer has not yet been 
accepted by the stockholders. 

Washington Irving Bishop, the mind 
reader, lias been married again to Mabel 
Clifford Faber Bishop. This action was 
taken to put at rest all doubts which 
might be taken as to the legality of thu 
previous California marriage on account 
of the granting of a divorce to his first 
wife. 

During the month of April 169,306 
bushels of wheat, valued at §132,195, 
and 1,816' barrels of Hour, valued at $1,- 
71ii, was shipped foreign from Pugot 
Sound, the most of which was from la- 
coma. The larger portion of the wheat 
was sent to Europe and the Hour to 
China, via Vancouver, B.C. 

A smash'-up occurred on the CI'. R. 
on Saturday morning between Monmouth 
and Beansejour, resulting in the destruc- 
tion of considerable property. Ten or 
twelve freight ears were thrown from 
the track, eight of which were badly 
smashed, their contents strewn about. 
The freight in the damaged cars was 
billed to Vancouver. 

At a meeting of the Methodist mission 
committee, at Toronto, plans and esti- 
mates for the proposed mission build- 
ings for Chinese work in Vancouver and 
Victoria were carefully considered.

At Osceola, Florida, a number of 
women have been attacked recently by 
a tramp negro, who attacked them with 
a knife after the manner of ".lack the 
Hipper." It is reported that the body 
of a colored girl was found in the woods 
on Friday night slashed horribly. The 
negroes are ill arms searching for the 
murderer. He will be lynched if found. 

Major W. I'. .Smith, a well-known 
druggist of Balaey, Oregon, hired ii 
team a week ago and left for the foot- 
hills, lo collect certain •accounts. In 
some unaccountable manner he became 
lost, and wandered into the mountains; 
remaining without food for nearly a 
week. He was found on Saturday in 
an almost famished condition and taken 
to his home in Hitlaey. He is quite 
aged, and his poor sight was doubtless 
the cause of his becoming lost. 

Chas. Davis, of San Francisco, who 
had been out of work some time, came 
home on Saturday night, and took a 
razor from a bureau with the intention 
of cutting his throat. His sister divin- 
ed his intention ami sprang at him, 
screaming loudly. A fierce struggle en- 
sued in which Miss Davis was terribly 
cut in the hands. Filially Davis 
wrenched the weapon from bis sister's 
hand, and before she could interfere be 
had cut his throat. He fell bathed in 
blood and life was soon extinct.

By-Law, 1889, 

WHEREAS; By a By-law entitled tho 
"Streut Railway By-Law, Vm;' 
passed by tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria on tho 5th dny of VJcecmbor, A. I). 
18S8, u charter or franchise' was grunted by 
thuMuyor and Hoard o[ Aldermen of tho 
said City of Victoria, to J. Douglas War- 
ren, Andrew Gray, David W. Higgins, Jo- 
seph Hunter and Thomas Sbotbo.lt) t» lay 
tracks, eroet poIch and string wires there- 
on for motor, lighting and otbor eloctrieal 
purposes. 

And whereas, tho said J. Douglas War- 
ren, Andrew Gray, 1). W. Higgins, Joseph 
Huntorand Thomas Shotbolt have siuco 
assigned all their right, titlo and Interest 
in and to the said charter or franchise, 
through the Honorable John Herbert Tur- 
ner as Trustee, to a company Incorporated 
and known as thu National Klectric Tram- 
way and Lighting Company, limited lia- 
bility. 

And wboroaSi tho said Nat ional Electric 
Tramway and Lighting Company, limited 
liability, is desirous of prosecuting to com- 
pletion tho works contemplated and pro- 
vided for by the said olmrlor or franchise, 
and have applied to tho Corporation of the 
City of Victoria for aid, In order that the 
shir) works may bo speedily constructed 
and put in operation. 

And whereas, It is expedient to grant tho 
prayer of the said company for such aid by 
a guarantee of Interest at thu rata of live 
("j) per emit, per annum for a period of 
t w.mt y years on tho sum of forty thousand 
dollars (?I0,(XK)I, for a part of tho under- 
taking contemplate 1 by said company, 
namely, for the purpose of constructing 
and equipping a Street Tramway or Hail- 
way. 

And whereas it. will require the sum of 
two thousand dollars (92,000)10 bo raised 
annually by spo* ial rate for the payment of 
said interest, in the event of tho said cor- 
poration being cnllo I upon to pay fame; 

And whereas the amount of the whole 
ratable property of the said Corporation of 
the City of Victorin, according to the Inst, 
revised assessment roll being for tho year 
1888, was $5,768,445,00, irrespective of any 
future Increase of the ratable property of 
the municipality and of any income in the 
nature of tolls, interest, or dividends from 
the work, or from any block, sliares or in- 
terest In the work upon which the money 
so to be raised or any part thereof Is in- 
tended to be invested, andnlso irrespective 
of any income from thu tempor ry invest 
mont of the sinking fund or any part there- 
of; 

And whereas for paying the said Interest 
(in case as aforesaid) it will require an 
equal annual special rale of one twenty- 
eighth of one per cent on tho dollar; 

And whereas It is intended to reduce the 
general rate so that tho said special rate 
shall not Increase thu total rate of taxation. 

Therefore, be It enacted by the Mayor 
and Aldermen of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as follows:— 

1. That tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria shall guarantee interest at the 
rate of live per cent per annum on the 
bonds of the said National Klectric Tram- 
way and Lighting Company, limited liabili- 
blllty, to tho amount of forty thousand 
dollars ($10,000) for a period of twenty years 
from the date of said guarantee in manner

Buildings By-Law Amendment 
By-Law. 

IXTHEREAS it is desirable I o amend the 
»» Buildings By-Law: 

Therefore be it enacted, by I he Mayor 
and Aldermen of Ihu Council of tho Corpo- 
ration of tho City of Victoria, as follows:— 

That section 22 of the Buildings By-Law 
be amended by adding after ihu word 
"made" at tho end of section 22 of the 
said By-law : 

1. "When such additions or alterations 
shall, in the opinion of the Building's In- 
spector, materially increase the danger liy 
llro or add to the permanency of said 
building. 

2. "Every person convicted of an infrac- 
tion of sect ion 22 of said By-law as amended 
shall forfeit and pay therefor a penalty not 
exceeding $250.00. 

3. "In case any person bo convicted of 
any infraction ot said Hy-law under section 
22 as amended, und the addil ion or altera- 
tion in rosppct of which conviction was 
made, bo not removed within fourteen 
days after the dale of such co.viction, 
then Huch porson shall bo doomed to have 
again infringed thu provisions of said sec- 
tion '.2 as amended, and be liable to a fur- 
ther penalty not exceeding 8250,00, its pro' 
vided in section 2 of this Dy-lnw, and so in 
succession nfter each and every period of 
fdii'rtoeh days such pe:son shall bo deemed 
to have infringed thu provisions of said 
suction 22 as amended, and be liablo to a 
penalty not exceeding $250.00 as aforesaid, 
in respect of each and every of such in- 
fringements." 

So much of section 33 of the Buildings 
Hy-law as iH Inconsistent with sections 2 
and 3 of this By-Jaw is hereby repealed. 

Section 9 of tho Huildings By-law Is 
hereby amended by adding after the words 
"allowance thereof," at tho end of .said 
suction the words following: "except in 
the casu of second story bay windows or 
balconies which may so project ovorj pro- 
vided such projection bu nol over 3 feel II 
inches and bo at least 15 feet abovo tho 
level of such stroot, road or public place or 
tho sidewalk or sidewalk allowance there 
of, and bo supported by Iron brackets, 
to the satisfaction of tho said Huildings 
Inspector."

One hundred 
boats have been allowed to outside fish- 
ermen, and of this number 44 have been 
licensed up to date. — Columbian. 

The china Passengers and Freight. 

The steamship Abyssinia from Japan, 
which passed the outer wharf at seven 
o'clock on Friday morning, did not ar- 
rive at Vancouver until 2:11(1 p. m., too 
late for the eastern mails. The through 
passengers and mails were accordingly 
compelled to wait until Saturday.

Victoria con- 
signees are living in hope that the 
freight will reach them sooner than it 
did the last time a China steamer ar- 
rived, when eight or nine days elapsed 
after its arrival before the freight 
reached Victoria, more than one-third 
of the time taken to bring it from Japan. 



Obituary. 

Dr. Hanington received the sad intel- 
ligence yesterday, by telegram, of the 
death of bis father, Hon. D. Hanington, 
at Shediae, New Brunswick, in the 86th 
year of his age. In the death of 
Lieutenant. -Col. Hon. Daniel Haning- 
ton, one of the figures most prominent 
in the politics of the maritime provinces 
for more than half a century, has been 
removed. He sat for tho county of 
Westmoreland in the New Brunswick 
assembly from 1833 to 1802, and was 
for some time premier of the province. 
He, was also president of the legislative 
council, having sat in the upper house 
since 1867, and had been speaker in 
both houses. One of his sons is at pres- 
ent a member of the New Brunswick 
assembly. The deceased was only ill 
for a few days, and the news therefore 
came unexpectedly to his son in this 
city.

Unexpected Bochcye Hun. 
If every fisherman on the Eraser river 
had caught a whale in his net, he could 
not have been more surprised than he 
was with the results of last night's lish- 
ing. A small run of sockeye salmon 
commenced last night and every fisher- 
man made excellent catches. Vianen's 
boats brought in this morning over 400 
fish, by far the largest number since the 
season opened. To say the fishermen 
were surprised scarcely expresses their 
feelings, the run being so unexpected 
and unprecedented at this season of the 
year. A few sookeyes are annually 
caught in the mouths of May and June, 
but thn fish are not usually numerous 
till July. The fishermen freely express- 
ed the opinion that these fish are some 
more of the good work of the hatchery, 
oshorwlsd the run would not have com- 
menced till the usual time. How long 
the run will last, and the dimensions it 
will assume, are questions which excite 
considerable speculation, and tho re- 
sults will be watched with keen inter- 
est.— -Columbia!!,

COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS. 

A Branch of tho Association Established 
in this Province— Its Benefits ami those 
of the Mutual Aid Society- 

Mr. James Sargant, of Toronto, 
secretary of the Commercial Travelers 
Association of Canada, arrived o'i the 
Islander on Sunday night, anil is at the 
Driard. Mr. Sargant stated to a repre- 
sentative of The Colonist that his visit 
to Victoria was for tho purpose of estab- 
lishing an ollico of the association, and 
also an agency of the Commercial 
Travelers Mutual Benefit Society. This 
step had been considered necessary on 
account of the increasing trailo of this 
province with Eastern Canada, result- 
ing in tho visit of a large number of 
commercial men, and also for the pur- 
pose of giving provincial travelers tho 
advantages of the association'. 

The Commercial Travelers Association 
was established fourteen years ago, and 
has been a most successful and beneficial 
institution. Its present president is A, I 
A. Allan, of the firm of A. A. Allan & 
Co., Toronto; John Burns, representing 
Merlich & Co., is first vice-president; 
C. C. Van Norman, thu well-known 
boot and shoe traveler of Orr, Harvey 
,t Co., is second vice president; while 
Robert H. Cray is treasurer, making a 
combine that the travelers, let alone tho 
outside world, have every confidence in 
the object of the association, Mr. 
Sargant said, is tho protection of the 
legitimate traveler, as well of the legiti- 
mate trader. Unless the former holds 
a certificate showing ho sells to thu 
trader, and not to the consumer, lie has 
no rights in the Association. The ques- 
tion naturally arises, where does the trav- 
eler's benefit come in. The answer is that 
the merchant who sends out the trav- 
eler derives a benefit from the privileges 
granted by the transportation com- 
panies, while the traveller derives his 
benefit from the insurance schemes de- 
vised by the association. For instance: 
The traveller has §1,0(11) accident insur- 
ance on his life, which in case of death 
would he paid to his beneficiary -, if in- 
jured he receives S"> per week indemnity 
during twenty-six weeks. If the travel- 
ler dies from natural causes his wife or 
family would draw SI 20 per year for 
each year's membership. This certainly 
should be an incentive for all commer- 
cial travellers to become members of the 
association. The hitter's strength at 
present is H.OOO members, having a sur- 
plus on hand of SIT"', 000, of which $50,- 
0(H) is deposited with the Dominion 
Government as security for the life in- 
surance scheme. 

In connection with the above, 
although a separate and distinct 
organization, is the Commercial 
Travellers Mutual Benefit Society. 
The President is Mr. R. L. Patterson, 
well-known in this province; Joseph 
Bonniek is 1st vice-president and War- 
ring Kennedy is treasurer, Mr. Sargant, 
being chief agent. The Society, began 
business eight years ago, mid up to date 
lias a membership of between 1600 and 
lii(M). The surplus fund is $12,000. The 
assessments during the post year num- 
ber six, making an average cost per 
'member, for 6100O extra insurance, of 
$10.80. Mr. B. Gordon, of Angus & 
Gordon, has been appointed agent for 
this- province, and it is expected that 
commercial men will quickly take ad- 
vantage of the cheap and certain insur- 
ance which is offered. 

Mr. Sargant will remain in Victoria, 
wdth which he is very much pleased, for 
several days, then returning to Toronto.
